Under the 
pines there was a whispering, as 
the wind sighed and sang in the 
tops of heavy boughs. 

So I came again to the pond 
with its marble floor and white 
carpet then went up pond. _ 

The ravens came crawking over 
head; wide wing spread, savage 
bills, and feathers so black they 
Jooked iridescent. As they swept 
over and caught sight of me, they 
banked sharply then took their 
‘way over the farm fields to Noyes

The Energy Committee held a 

public hearing this week on leg- 
islation that dealt with insulation. 
_The first bill required insulation 
contractors to only install class 
one cellulose insulation in residen- 
tial homes, This type of insulation 
was encouraged because it is not 
flamable, , 

The second piece of legislation 
would specify the content of in- 
sulation contracts and prohibit 
the installation of insulation by 
contractors unless they are lic- 
ensed and certified. From the 
‘testimony received at the hearing, 
© questioned that licensingsA con- 
tractor would guarante#: the 
quality of work that he. did. The 
bill is still in committee and will 
tbe changed before reaching: the 
floor of the House. 

A bill that I sponsored to pro- 
tect Maine’s Ski Industry from 
massive liability suits was passed 
in the House and the Senate this 
week, The nations ski industry 
represents a $3 billion business 
in this country and has recently 
been hard hit by a huge jump in 
liability insurance cost. This in- 
crease is a direct result of some 


heavy court awards that seem to } 


have shifted the burden of re- 
sponsibility for injuries from the 
skiers to the lift operators. The 
Ski operators in Maine have wor- 
ried because of soaring insurance 
premiums in other states. This 
jegislation won’t reduce the’ in- 
surance premiums for Maine ski 
areas, but it will insure that in- 
surance will be available, 

This measure, submitted in -a 
response to ski area insurance 
problems nation-wide, would re- 
duce the time in Maine for an in- 
jured skier to file a damage suit 
from six to two years. Maine al- 
ready has a law on the books. re- 
quiring skiers to assume much of 
the nisk when downhill and cross- 
country skiing. This bill just more 
clearly defines the responsibility 
of the skier once he leaves the lift 
and begins downhill, 2 

The State Government has sub- 
mitted a bill which would make 
Significant changes in gthe status 
of policy making employées within 
state government. Cufgently, all 
commissioners and heads of major 
state departments are appointed 
by the Governor, and ‘serve at his 
pleasure without any civil service 
tenure. However, deputy commis- 
sioners and other positions which 
have a major influence on depart- 
mental policy are, in most cases, 
classified positions with civil 
service tenure. Persons occupying 
these positions are unable to be 
easily removed without sufficient 
cause, 

This. bill proposes to make those 
positions at the second level, pe- 
low the department or agency 
head, appointed positions, Ap- 
Pointments and removal would be 
at the discretion of the depart. 
ment head, 

Proponents of this Dill believe 
that since many of these persons 
frequently have a substantial in- 
fluence on department and state 
policy, they should not be “locked 
in” to civil service tenure, and 
should be more responsive to the 
commissioner. Many have also 
argued that this bill will remove 
Some of the “career” or “dead- 
wood” in important policy-making 
positions. Opponents have ex. 
pressed concern that this could be 
a deterrent to the attraction of 
qualified career personnel. This 
bill will be amended many times
